so, whore. 


The attorney-general, in his opinion, 


says that real 'estate shall be assessed 
i nthe county where it is situated, with 
out regard to the location of the 
bank's head office. 
All shares 'of 


stock, whether of issue or not, are to 
be assessed, and the act applies to 
.every banking corporation, domestic, 
foreign, state or national; but, where 
the stock is issued, personal property 
is not to be taxed — ohly the real estate 
and stock. 
Personal property belong- 


ing to the bank is not to be assessed 
in addition to the stock. The shares 
are to be. assessed in the county where 
tho head office is situated. 


One of the effects of this opinion 


.will be to increase Ormsby 'countv's

SAN FRAKCISCO July 4.—After 
spending several days in examining 
the papers covering the «vents pre- 
ceding the carmen's strike, the ways 
and means committee of the- labor in- 
terests-yesterday called upon President 
Calhoun of the United Pvailroads and 
'admitted that the carmen had wrong- 
fully pone oil strike. 
Thp committee 


--'eaded. for two hours with Calhoun 
not to decree the death of the union 
by refusing its recognition. 
Calhoun 


told the committee that his attitude 
toward the union was unchanged. 
The committee threatened the rail- 


-road with a conflict in which -all or- 
ganized labor -would engage. Calhoun 
replied" that 
he 
never sought 
or 
shunnea a conflict. Durimr the meet- 
ing some:, of the committee which is 
composed of the leading local labor 
leaders, excoriated the officials of the 
Car Men's Union for their: action in 
calling a strike. P. H. McCarthy, in 
the name of organized labor, repudi- 
ated the action of. the Car Men's 
Union, yet pleaded that it "be not de- 
stroyed. 
He admitted - that the union 
should be punished, but held that 
•death was too severe, for the erring 
organization. He asked Calhoun to 
take the men back to work, recognize 
the union arid submit the question ot 
waees and hours to arbitration. Oth- 
ers made similar pleas. 
Calhoun told the committee that 


inasmuch as it was the first to admit 
the wrongfulness of the . car men's 
strike, it should be the last to ask rec- 
ognition for such an organization. He 
ended by telling the committee that he 
would not recognize the.union or sub- 
mit, the question of wages and hours 
to arbitration; It was after this an- 
nouncement that Calhoun was to/Id o1 
the campaign that would be waged 
against him.
